(c) Each month, the officer in charge of repair and maintenance of county highways 
may, with the approval of the county executive and without receiving bids or giving 
notice, lease or purchase materials not exceeding in value the following amounts for each 
county classification: 

Class 1-2 $2,000 

Class 3-6 $1,750 

Class 7-9 $1,500 
Counties shall be classified according to the formula in IC 33-13-12-6. 


(d) The purchasing agent may purchase or lease parts for machinery or equipment that 
can only be procured from the manufacturer of the machinery or equipment without 
giving notice or receiving bids. 

(e) The purchasing agent may purchase materials from a not-for-profit corporation for 
the severely handicapped under IC 16-7-11.5-3. 

(f) This chapter does not apply to a purchase or lease made by a political subdivision or 
an agency of a political subdivision with a public utility if the purchase or lease price is a 
negotiated price that considers the results of two (2) independent appraisals, one (1) that 
the political subdivision or agency shall obtain and one (1) that the public utility shall 
obtain. 

(g) This chapter does not apply to the purchase of petroleum products by an airport 
authority under IC 8-22-3 or a board of aviation commissioners under IC 8-22-2 if the 
petroleum products are for resale to the general public.
